Besides, he 
drove the team, cut down the elru and 
linden brush with which tho stock was 
often fed, learned to handle the old 
shovel plow, to wield tho sickle, to 
thrash the wheat with a flail, to fan and 
clean it with a sheet, to go to mill and 
turn the hard earned grist into flour; 
in short, he learned all tho trades the 
settler's boy nmet know, and well 
enough so that v, hen h.s f.it her did not 
need him he tn.ld hi-u him to the 
neighbors. Thomas Liucolu also taught 
him the rudirneiita—af-fiarpautry- and 
cabinft making, and kept him busy 
some of the time ;u his assistant in hi>i 
trade. 
There arcs houses still standing 


in and near Gcutryvillo on which it 13 
said he worked. The families of Laimir, 
Jones, Crawford, Gentry, Tnrnham and 
Biohardson all claim the honor of hav- 
ing employed him upon their cabins. 
As he grew older he became o;\e of the 
strongest and most popular "hands" in 
the vicinity, and mcch of his time was 
spent as a "hired boy" on some neigh- 
bor's farm. For 23 cents a day—paid to 
his father—he was hostler, plowman, 
woodchopper and carpenter, besides 
helping the women with tho "chares. " 
For them, so say the legends, he was 
ready to carry water, make tho fire, 
oven tend tho baby. No wonder that a 
laborer who never refused to do any- 
thing asked of him, who could "strike 
with a mallet heavier blows" and "sink 
an ax deeper into the wood" than any- 
body else in tho community, and who 
at the same lime was general help for 
the women, never lacked a job in Gen- 
try ville.—Ha M. Tarbell in McChve's 
Magazine.

Other sore tribulations of the poor 


member of parliament are that his opin- 
ions are dictated by his leaders—his 
movements controlled by the whips.

severely "cut" by his party. Again, 
Btrongly worded and heavily underscored 
communications, demanding his imme- 
diate attendance at neBmmiinira-, r.rt- 
frequently delivered to him at the most 
inopportune moments—when he is just 
sitting down io a delightful little din- 
ner or about to le.ive his house fur a 
pleasant night at the Gaiety theater— 
and if, yielding to tho temptation? of 
the flesh, he ignores this peremptory 
call of political duly, his past bervices 
are forgotten, he gats a solemn lecture 
from the chief whip on the enormity of 
his offense, and* mayhap, his name is 
published in an official "black list" of 
defaulters, or ho comes across a nasty 
little paragraph exposing his neglect of 
duty in the local newspaper which most 
widely circulates among his constitu- 
ents.—Chambers' Journal.

President has tendered places on the 
commision to Edward J Phelps of Ver- 
mont and Robert T. Lincoln 
both of whom ha%e beet) Ministers to 
England, and the third place will prob- 
ably be tendered to one of the Justices 
of the Suprtme Court. 


Much will depend upon the report of j 


this commission as t'j whether there 
will be any trouble with England. If 
it finds that England ia not claiming 
more territory than it is entitled to the 
war feeling in the United States will 
subside, as there will be no cause for 
war. But on the other band should it 
find that Great Bntian is encroaching 
ipon the territory of Venezuela, then 
Salisbury's government or the United 
States will have to back down to avoid 
a war. If a majority of the British 
Parliament opposes the course of Lord 
Salisbury a vote in the House of Com- 
mons will determine the fact and the 
Salisbury Ministry will resign. In that 
event it will be an e isy matter for the 
new Ministry to accept the report of 
the United States Commission and that 
will end the controveisy. 


Whatever Great Britain may do, ho >v 


ever, it is not likely that there will be a 
"back down" on the part of the United 
States 
There will be a Presidential 


election next year and from the tone of 
the press, and the pulpit, too, at the 
present time, the party thai would not 
uphold tho Monroe doctrine could not 
expect to win at the polls. There me 
hundreds of thousands of men in the 
United States who profess to be eager 
for the fray and would immediately re- 
spond to a call for volunteers. Then 
there are many staid, sober individuals 
who would not object to war because it 
would increase the demand for pro- 
ducts of all kinds and mike times 
better than they have been for thirty 
years, while there are very many others 
who contend that it is not much more 
expensive to maintain an army than it 
is to support prisons and poorhousps, 
and that there are many young men 
who cannot get employment who are 
anxious for an opportunity to fight for 
their country.

Am'.niling the T.iru and Bond Bills. 


WASHINGTON, December a?.—In the 


Senate to-day Barrows presented a 
bill to be considered as an amendment 
to the House Tariff bill, imposing 60 
per cent, of the duty under the law of 
1890 on articles placed on the free list 
under the present law. It was referred 
to the Finance Committee. A resolu- 
tion directing the Secretary o! the 
Navy to accept the ram Katahdin was 
adopted. Hill oflered and advocated 
at length the following lesoiution: 


Retailed, That any bonds hereafter 


issued undei the laws now in force 
may in the discretion of the Secretary 
of 1 he Treasury be made payable in 
TJnued States gold coin of the present 
standard, weight and flnenuss, or in 
standard silver dollars at the option ol 
the holders of such bonds, but no bond 
,,OI1taUan6 such option shall beat a 
rate of interest exceeding 3 per cent, 
per annum, payable quarterly. 


At 2:30 p. M. Hill's resolution was 


laid aside,«and at 2:40 P. Ji the Senate 
adjourned until Mondt.y.

Speaker Reed and the House managers 
to-day, and the result was an agree- 
ment for a vote on the Bond bill at 3 
o'clock to-morrow, instead of 5 o'clock 
to-day. In the meantime it is to be 
open to debate. A further arrangement

TH£V UNDERSTAND EA.C'11 OTUJ.lt 


Reports from Washington state that 


a thorough understanding is believed 
to have been arrived at between the 
President and the Republicans arid 
Democrats in Congress, by the terms 
of which Mr. Cleveland will approve 
the tariff bill. It was agreed on the 
part of the Republican leaders to 
make the bill an emergency measure, 
but limited its operations to August 1, 
1898- The President was satisfied that 
this would be a practical admission 
that the Wilson Act would ultimately 
yield a sufficiency of revenue. It was 
fcrthei- agreed on the part of the Re- 
publicans to push the bond bill which 
is laid on the lines of the President's 
message. 


It was hoped at the White House 


that the Senate would pass the bill as 
a Republican measure, but the dis- 
covery that it provides for the retire- 
ment of the outstanding Government 
notes dissipates that hope. 


It seems that the Administration anc 


the Republican leaders have a full un- 
derstanding. 
They may for 
effect 


publicly 
berate each 
other, 
bui 


privately they are in complete accorc 
on the tariff and bond bills. The tariff 
bill ia for revenue only and the bone 
bill is based on the suggestions or reo 
ommendations of Mr. Cleveland's mes 
sage. But one ia Republican and the 
other Democratic and that satisfies tho 
ultra partisans, who pay no attention 
to principles, but lay great stress on 
names, though both are for the golc 
trust. 


Means Committee before reporting the 
bill will insert a clause showing that it 
was not the purpose to retire green- 
backs. It was also arranged that there 
would be seperata votes, one on the 
proposition for a fifty-million bond 
issue and another on an unlimited 
issue. 


The concessions made overcome the 


protests against the haste which led 
last night to the appointment of a com- 
mittee of Republican members to wait 
on Speaker Reed.

Dingley says that the Secre- 
ary offers to furnish the House with 
all the data that may be needed. 


The condition of the Tieasury is rep- 


resented to be very serious, and Car- 
lisle urges legislation for gold bonds. 
Dingley has informed the Secretary 
that gold bonds are out of the question 
and could not be considered, becie- 
tary Carlisle did not say to Dingley 
that three per cent bonds cannot bo 
floated and did not discuss this feature 
of the case. This denial is made be- 
cause a report to this effect concerning 
the Secretary's letter was in circula- 
tion. 


President Cleveland and his advisers, 


it is learned, are strongly opposed to 
the House bill, and this feeling caused 
Secretary Carlisle to write to Chair- 
man Dingley. Aside from the very im- 
portant objection that the bonds are to 
be redeemed in coin instead of gold as 
recommended by the President, it is 
understood that the requirement that 
the bonds be sold by subscription 
meets with disaproval. JThe experience 
of the Government,it is said, with sales 
by advertisement shows the ineffectual 
character of this means of protection 
of the gold leserve.

Squaring tho Circle. 


One of the problems that are as old ad 


the science of mathematics is that of 
•'squaring tho circle." By squaring the 
circle is meant the problem of finding 
the sides of a square exactly equal in 
area to a circle of given diameter. To 
f\o this, either by elemeutaiy geometry 


, or by expressing it arithemetically in 
commensurable numbers, has been found 
to be an impossibility. In other words, 
the ratio between the diameter and the 
circumference of a circle cannot be ex- 
actly found, even though in the division 
the decimal be carried out to 10,000 
figures. The above being the exact facts 
in the case, we will say that the problem 
of "squaring the circle" is one that has 
long been given up by the mathema- 
ticians as insoluble.—St. Louis Repub
